'N the evening of January 1st, 
1859, the Fifth Annual Award of 
Premiums to subscribers of the 
i Cosmopolitan Art Association, 
took place. The occasion served 
to call together a large number of 
subscribers (who, alone, were admitted to 
the Hall), and the proceedings passed off 
with the usual eclat. Hon. Eleutheros 
Cooke, President of the Association, 
opened the exercises of the evening with 
the following address : 
Ladies and Gentlemen of the 

Cosmopolitan Art Association : — 
This evening closes the fifth year of 
our existence as an organized institution. 
As its executive officer, it was my in- 
tention, according to usage, and in con- 
formity with the request of the Directory, 
to submit to you some remarks, touching 




the past, the present, and the future of our 
noble Association. But the existing state 
of my health forbids my saying more at 
at this time than to tender you my sincere 
congratulations at the unexpected success 
of its operations during the year just closed. 
You are probably advised that a ma- 
terial change has been made in the basis 
of the scheme first adopted by the Asso- 
ciation. The extreme difficulty in se- 
curing promptness on the part of the 
publishers in the distribution of their 
Magazines, and the consequent frequent 
dissatisfaction thereby created, has com- 
pelled the Directory to modify their origi- 
nal plan, by the substitution of a rich 
Engraving, and a greatly improved Jour- 
nal, in their place. As stated in a former 
Address! the success of our enterprise 
was predicated upon the double basis of 
Art and Literature. To this feature, 
which appealed so forcibly to the wants, 
the taste, and intelligence of the country, 
we are indebted for the cordial and un- 
exampled patronage everywhere extended 
to our labors. To maintain this feature, 
we struggled on through four long years 
in the vain endeavor to make the maga- 
zines answer the ends of the institution, 



Nothing but delays, disappointments, com- 
plaints, painful anxieties, perplexing re- 
sponsibilities, large expenditures, and 
heavy losses were the result. No other 
hope, therefore, was left to the Associa- 
tion, but to discard the outside Magazines 
entirely, and to adopt in their stead its 
own greatly enlarged and beautiful Jour- 
nal, which would give it the entire control 
of both departments of the enterprise, 
with, the means of enforcing prompt and 
careful distribution. This plan has there- 
fore been adopted ; and the new arrange- 
ment greatly enhances the value of the 
amount received by the subscribers. 

Under the former plan, the cost of the 
Magazines, amounting, during the four 
years, to nearly two hundred thousand 
dollars, thus absorbing more than two 
thirds of the receipts of the Association, 
and draining out its life-blood — diverted 
this immense sum into channels outside of 
its control, and left but a limited amount 
for the publication of its own Journal and 
the purchase of works of art for dis- 
tribution. 

By the change adopted, this large sum 
of money, which went to outside pub- 
lishers, has been wholly reclaimed by the 
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Association, and applied to the legitimate 
purposes of its institution, for the benefit 
of its members. This control of its re- 
sources has enabled the Directory, not 
only to provide for its members a larger 
and richer Engraving than has ever be- 
fore been offered by any other Art In- 
stitution in this country or in Europe, but 
to furnish them with its own enlarged and 
greatly improved Journal ; a periodical 
replete with interest, ability and beauty — 
which does honor both to Art and Litera- 
ture — which has already commanded the 
highest eulogiums of the press of this 
country and of England ; and which, for 
its solid merit and intrinsic value, for the 
beauty of its execution, and the sterling 
character of its literature, has been pro- 
nounced by high authority superior to that 
of any other magazine in the United 
States. The new plan has also placed it 
in the power of the Directory, by leaving 
more funds at their disposal, to purchase 
a more splendid collection of works and 
gems of art than has ever before been pro- 
vided for distribution. This modification 
of the plan has therefore been universally 
approved and commended, as well for the 
relief it affords from the evils and dis- 
appointments inseparable from the old 
scheme, as for the increased benefits it 
confers upon the subscribers. 

In glancing at the recent monetary 
revulsions, and reviewing the perils we 
have escaped, we have abundant reason 
for self-congratulation. You are aware 
that the fourth year of our operations 
found our whole country overwhelmed in 
financial and commercial disaster. For- 
tunes, built up by the labor and toil of 
years — enterprises, guided by the pro- 
foundest wisdom and experience, were 
swept away like chaff before the tempest! 
All classes, high and low, felt the in- 
fluence of the general catastrophe. The 
counting-house of the merchant and the 
banker — the workshop of the artisan and 
the manufacturer — the home of the com- 
mon laborer and the palace of the rich 
capitalist — all, all alike, felt the shock or 
fell beneath the crash of the general ruin. 
From the influence of such a crisis, it 
could not have been expected that our 
Association would escape entirely un- 
scathed. Nor did it so escape. In com- 
mon with all other enterprises, it partook 
of the general suffering. Yet in spite of 
every discouragement — in spite of the 
short-comings and delays of the publishers 



— in spite of the libels of a hostile press — 
in spite of obstacles and embarrassments 
which would have overwhelmed any in- 
stitution not identified with the public 
good, and imbued with the confidence and 
affections of the people, it was enabled to 
outride the storm, and faithfully to fulfil 
all its obligations to the public. Yes! 
like a gallant steamship, ploughing the 
mountain wave of an angry sea — amid the 
wreck and desolation of the tempest — we 
have seen our noble craft pursuing in 
triumph her onward course, against op- 
posing wind and storm, defying peril, con- 
quering every obstacle, and gathering 
fresh strength and vigor from the fury of 
the financial tornado, which threatened 
her destruction. 

That she has thus maintained her credit 
unimpaired, and kept sacred her plighted 
faith through such a crisis, should be re- 
garded as an ample and certain guarantee 
to the public that all her engagements 
hereafter made will be honorably and 
faithfully performed. 

With such vouchers from the past, and 
such guarantees for the future — sustained 
by the increased confidence and good will 
of the people — and upheld by the en- 
lightened taste and intelligence of the 
whole country, are we not well warranted 
in predicting for our Association a long 
and splendid career of usefulness and 
prosperity 1 

A committee of six was then chosen by 
the members of the Association present, 
to inspect the ballots and conduct the dis- 
tribution, composed as follows : Wm. G. 
Moorehead, Esq., of Philadelphia ; J. D. 
Stewart, Chicago ; Mr. Ames, Bristol, 
Ct. ; Thos. S. Fuller, Birmingham, 0. ; 
J. J. Finch, Sandusky ; F. S. Thorpe, 
Sandusky. 

"While the committee retired for the 
inspection of the ballots, Rev. W. S. 
Kennedy came forward and delivered a 
very appropriate and beautifully written ad- 
dress on " The Conditions of the Develop- 
ment of National Art." Its great length 
prevents its reproduction at this time. We 
shall lay it before our readers in the 
coming (June) numberof the Art Journal. 

After the address by Mr. Kennedy, was 
submitted the Actuary's Report, as follows : 

ACTUARY'S REPORT. 
With this evening's proceedings the 
Fifth year of the Cosmopolitan Art 



Association closes. It is the pleasure 
of the Directory to announce a year of 
success. Although the number of sub- 
scribers is less than for previous years, 
the results are not the less satisfactory, as 
will appear from the Financial Report. 

The year was initiated with a material 
modification of the plan originally adopted, 
namely, the magazines hitherto given to 
subscribers were stricken from the offers, 
and, instead, the Engraving and Art 
Journal were tendered. This change 
was made in view of the fact that the 
money paid for the magazines, the com- 
missions allowed *o secretaries out of 
each subscription, the necessary expenses 
of the agency, the discount on money re- 
mitted, the occasional losses by mail, left 
the Directory so small a margin as to 
render the magazine subscriptions of little 
avail in advancing the interests of the 
Association — they contributed compara- 
tively nothing to the fund set apart, an- 
nually, for the purchase of works of art 
for distribution among members — they 
were the source of complaints from losses, 
miscarriages, mis-directions, all of which 
generally were beyond the power of cor- 
rection. It was determined, therefore, 
to drop the magazines, and to turn all the 
funds into one channel. By so doing, 
with many less subscribers, the benefits 
could be greatly enhanced, since the Art 
Journal and Engraving could be rendered 
far more valuable than ever, and the other 
benefits greatly enhanced* The results 
have proved the wisdom of the step. 
With less subscribers, the Directory are 
left with more funds, and, as a con- 
sequence, the benefits to the smaller num- 
ber are largely increased. This will ap- 
pear from the following facts : 

The Engraving supplied, viz., " The 
Village Blacksmith," is the finest ever 
offered in this country for the money. 
The Art Journal has been enlarged and 
beautified to such an extent, that it must 
be regarded as one of the best publications 
offered to the reading public. The paint- 
ings, &c, to be awarded this evening, ex- 
ceed in value and number any catalogue 
ever before given by any Art institution in 
this country. 

The number of subscribers for this year 
reaches the sum of 18,6G8 — each of whom 
has a certificate in this award of premiums. 
To each will also be furnished the en- 
graving they may have selected ; also the 
Art Journal lor one year. This will 
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make the aggregate of benefits dispensed 
by the Association this year reach the 
sum of over forty thousand dollars — a re- 
sult which proves, beyond any doubt, the 
beneficence there is in the institution, and 
shows, conclusively, that its influence upon 
the Art and Literary taste of the country 
must become very extended and efficient 
for good. 

It is, perhaps, unnecessary for the Di- 
rectory to advert to the past. The fourth 
year found the whole country over- 
whelmed in commercial disasters ; fortunes 
and enterprises were swept away beyond 
the power of any human sagacity to pre- 
vent. The Association, in common with 
others, suffered severely ; but to a much 
less extent than could have been prophe- 
sied. A postponement of the Annual 
Awards to March 25th, gave time for 
such arrangements as were necessary to 
carry forward the good work ; and the 
fact that all promises have been faithfully 
fulfilled — all magazines promptly sup- 
plied — all engravings and Art Journals 
sent forward — the premiums announced 
all awarded and given into the hands of 
the fortunate subscribers — shows, not only 
the vitality there is in the organization 
and its power to meet emergencies, but 
proves that the public can and does ap- 
plaud and support all efforts which tend to 
advance public taste and individual in- 
terests. 

The future promises auspiciously. The 
results which have attended this year's 
operations, have enabled the Directory to 
arrange, for the incoming year, features 
and benefits which cannot fail of giving 
great satisfaction, of producing great re- 
sults. What these arrangements are, 
will be announced in future numbers of 
the Art Journal. The engravings or- 
dered will be supplied, in the order of sub- 
scription, as rapidly as they come from 
the printer's hands. Each impression is 
so carefully made, and the plate is so 
carefully supervised, that the last shall be 
quite as perfect as the first. 

In conclusion, the Directory, through 
their Actuary, beg leave to congratulate 
the members of the Association on this 
successful termination of the labors of the 
year ; and, while they count on a long 
life of usefulness to the institution, they 
do not forget to acknowledge their present 
gratitude for the support tendered and 
the sympathy volunteered so generously 
by all.
